TO CHECK VANDALISM. 


The Lincoln Monument Will lie Surrounded 


by a Stout Iron Fence. 


SPRINGFIELD, ILL., April 24.— Within a 


few days a stout iron fenoe will be put 
around the Lincoln monument and no- 
body will be allowed inside the inoloeure 
except during certain hours of the day. 
This step was decided on at a meeting of 
the Lincoln Monument Association, the 
object being to prevent the monument 
from being mutilated by relic hunters. 
Heretofore there has been no fence of 
any kind immediately surrounding the 
monument, and when the custodian was 
not on the ground it was left to Ihe mercy 
of visitors. Within the last few months 
two of the groups of statuary on the 
monument have been badly mutilated. 
The sarcophagus in which once reposed 
the body of Lincoln is in the catacomb 
on the north Bide of the monument, only 
a few feet from the entrance, where there 
is simply an iron grating. A short time 
ago some visitor, during the absence of 
the custodian, reaching in between the 
gates with a heavy cane, knocked a 
piece of marble from the sarcophagus, 
raked it out, and carried it off. Similar 
aots of vandalism have been quite com- 
mon for years, and it has been found 
necessary to provide some means for tJie 
protection of the monument. 


THE Cleveland Leader gives the fore-

The remits in thirty-nine of the forty- 


four states in 1892 can as well be told 
now as later.

Without any of Ihese 
states the Republicans will have 201 
electoral votes in 1892, or 10 less than a 
majority, Indiana, which gave Harrison 
2,392 plurality, would be enough. New 
York, which gave Harrison 14,074 plural- 
ity, would be a good deal more than 
enough. Connecticut and West Virginia, 
which gave Cleveland 1)36 and 506 plural- 
ity, respectively, in 1888, would together 
supply the ten lacking votes and two to 
spare. There are, therefore, three sepa- 
rate and wholly independent combina- 
tions without New Jersey, any of which 
would enable the Republicans to win in 
1892, 
and every one of them is hopeful. 


The Democrats have only one winning 
chance before them. They must carry 
the solid south, New York and Indiana, 
or lose.

The Redwood Timber-Land Entries—In. 


crease 
of Diplomatic Salaries—In- 


tsr-State Commerce Decision—At 


the Tomb of Washington. 


Republican KepriieatttlTM in 


WASHINOTON, April 24.—The caucus 


of Republican members of tho House 
last night was more harmonious than 
any of those that have taken place re- 
cently. 
Mr. Henderson, of Illinois, 


presided. 
The 
silver question was 


brought up by Mr. Conger, of Iowa, who 
stated that the subcommittees of the 
caucus committees of the Senate and 
House had come to an agreement which 
had been approved by the caucus com- 
mittee of the House. The caucus com- 
mittee, ho said, had prepared a bill 
which covered all the 
amendments 


agreed to. 
The 
bill 
provided 
for 


the purchase of 4,500,000 ounces of sil- 
ver bullion per month, and that the 
bullion certificates should be redeema- 
ble in lawful money of the United 
States by the Secretary of the Treasury, 
but no greater or less amount of notes 
shall be outstanding at any time than 
the cost of the sliver bullion in tie 
Treasury; provided that the Secretary 
may, 
in his discretion, 
exchange foi 


such silver-bullion notes an amount of 
silver which shall be equal in valu* at 
market price on the day of the exchange 
of the notes. The bill allows the Secre- 
tary to purchase both foreign and do- 
mestic bullion. It also repeals provi- 
sions of the present law which requires 
the coinage ol not less than two million 
dollars each month. Section 5322 (R. 8,) 
and section 4 of the National Banking 
law, 
In relation to money now held In 


the Treasury, are Incorporated in the 
bill. 


After •' discussion of an hour or so the 


caucus committee bill was agreed to 
with only six dissenting votes. 


The matter of pensions was also taken 


up, and after a short dlscuyion the 
caucus Indorsed the Morrlll Service- 
pension bill. This bill grants a pen- 
sion of 88 per month to soldiers who 
served ninety days In the war of the 
robellon, and who have reached 
the 


age ol sixty-two years. 


The question of passing some national 


election law, was brought forward, and 
Mr. Lodge of Massachusetts urged the 
adoption by the caucus of nil bill, plac- 
ing the election of Representatives in 
Congress under National control. 


Mr. Lodge was followed by Mr. Row- 


ell, of Illinois, the chairman of the 
elections committee, who argued 
in 


favor of the improvement of the super- 
visor system as a means of correcting 
election evils. 


After further discussion, and without 


coming to any conclusion on the sub- 
ject, the caucus adjourned until next 
Tuesday night, when the McComas Na- 
tional Election bill will be considered.

Major Powell. No references of a per- 
sonal character were, however, made in 
the course of the conversation yester- 
day. 
After bearing what he had to any, 


Secretary Noble told him that a similar 
request had bean referred to Majoi 


Powell, who had refused to approve it. 
The Secretary remarked that he would 
have to reverse his own action if he 
granted his request 
He 
however, 


promised to consider the matter. The 
Secretary asked Prof. Cope about the 
fossils whloh tbe latter retained in his 
possession. The opinion was expressed 
by the Secretary that as these fossils 
had been collected while the Professor 
was In the Government service they 
belong to tte Government. Prof. Cope 
however, maintained that the fossils 
were his property, and the difference of 
opinion on this point between the Sec- 
retary and the Professor seemed to bo 
as wide as that which existed on the 
question of printing the book. 


Tbe Kedwood Tlmber-Land Entries. 
WASHINGTON, April 24.—The cele- 


brated California Redwood land cases 
occupied the attention of Interior De- 
partment officials yesterday for a short 
time. Argument was heard by Assist- 
ant Secretary Chandler and Assistant 
Attorney-General Shields on the appeal 
of Beach, Evans, et al, from the deci- 
sion of the General Land-office Commis- 
sioner, holding for cancelation certain 
timer-land entries in Humboldt County, 
Cal., made under the act of Moron 3, 
1878. 


While only about forty entries are di- 


rectly at issue, fully sixty thousand 
acres of the Redwood timber-lands are 
involved. 


As a result of an investigation or- 


dered by the Land Commissioner in 
1883, he discovered, us he reported, that 
seven or eight hundred entries, con- 
taining probably the most valuable 
timber in the world, and estimated to 
worth 811,000,000, were fraudulent in 
Character. Patents for about one hun- 
dred and fifty of these entries had al- 
ready been issued. It was maintained 
by the Commissioner that the entries 
were procured 
through fraud. 
The 


Scottish Investment Company, of Edln- 
burg, Scotland, are now the principal 
parties In Interest, and they claim 
that they became owners by the bona 
flde payment of seven dollars per acre, 
and are innooect purchasers. A. T. 
Brltter, of Washington, William 
J. 


Menzios, of Scotland, and W. H. Swift, 
of Chicago, appeared for the claimants. 


Increase oi Diplomatic Salaries Rec- 


ommended. 


WASHINGTON, 
April 
24.—Senator 


Sherman, from the committee on for- 
eign relations, yesterday reported an 
amendment to the Diplomatic Appro- 
priation bill, giving the title of Am- 
bassador to our Ministers to Great Brit- 
ain, France, Germany and Russia, the 
salary to be, as now, 817,500 per annum, 


Other amendments proposed by tho 


committee to the bill provide that the 
salary of the United States Minister to 
Turkey shall be ilO.OOO, an increase of 
82,500; to Denmark 87,500, an Increase 
of 82,500, and to Greece, Ronmania and 
Servla §7,500, an Increase of $1,000. 


Secretary Blalne, in a letter to the 


committee, recommends the increase in 
the salary ot the Minister to Turkey. 
The amendment with regard to the 
Danish mission Is accompanied by a let- 
ter from Mr. Rasmus B. Anderson, at 
the time the outgoing Democratic Min- 
ister, strongly urging the necessity of 
an Increased salary for the Minister at 
Copenhagen, in order that he might 
live comfortably and well. Several let- 
ters from Mr. Clark Carr, tbe present 
Minister, complaining of the inadequate 
salary, also aecompany the report. 


An Inter-State Commerce Decision. 
WASHINBTON, April 24.—The Inter- 


State Commerce Commission yesterday 
decided the complaint of the Worcester 
Excursion Car Company against tbe 
Pennsylvania Railroad Company—opin- 
ion by Commi«sioner Bragg. The main 
question involved in this proceeding 
was where a railroad company has 
furnished to the public by an arrange- 
ment with one car company, a sufficient 
supply of sleeping and excursion cars 
for all the business on its lines, whether 
it can be compeled, against Its objeotiop, 
to haul in its passenger trains excursion 
cars belonging to other private car com- 
panies. The 
commission decided it 


could not and dismissed the petition.

I had no regular job there and the 
pay was only 25 cents a day—couldn't 
save anything, everything went for ex- 
penses, but 25 cents there would go as 
far as 81 m Decatnr. The rent of houses 
there is 812 to 820 a year -very low in 
comparison to house rent in America. I 
haa a house there at 812 a year and am

ImproYement lu Artlflclul Limbs. 


The latest improvement in artifloial 


limbs consists in forming tlie leg and 
foot part of a single piece of 
1 wood, hav- 


ing the grain curved naturally in its 
grow tli, such pieces being procured from 
the parts of the trunk contiguous to the 
roots and branches of trees. Limbs made 
m this way are stronger with the same 
amount of wood remaining in them than 
when made of parts and glued together, 
and are made v* aterproof, which is a val- 
uable feature when the occupation of 
tlie wearer exposes it to constant damp- 
ness, or to water itself, as in fishing, min- 
ing, 
dredging, etc. By making limbs in 


tins manner from natur.il curves in the 
growth of the wood it has become prac- 
ticable to make light and substantial arti- 
ficial feet, adapted to partial amputa- 
tions of the foot.—New York Telegram.
